GIGANTIC BLAST IN 


THE CITY QUARRY 


Crushed Stone Furnished for Ballast 


and Macadam—Work of the 


' Crushing Plant. ,\ 
, 


One of the most successful blasts 


at the city quarry, near the western 
limits of the city, was made yester- 
day afternoon about 4 o'clock when 
1,000 
cubic yards of limestone was 


loosened from the bed where ' it had 
lain for thousands of years.. A mass 
of stone 30 feet long, an equal number 
of feet wide an« ten feet deep was 
lifted Into tho air and broken Into 
fragments from the size of walnuts 
to the size of a (log house. 
• • 


Twenty eight holes • each 
about 


three Inches in diameter and ten feet 
deep . hod been drilled in the . rock 
about four feet apart. 
Into each hole 


wan put nine sticks of dynamite,-each 
weighing about a pound. 


A fulminating cap Is put Into the 


dynamite and connected with the sur- 
face. 
-The upper part of the hole 


Is compactly filled and tamped with 
stone dust, moistened so It will set, 
like lime. 
An electric 
battery Js 


placed on the hill about 200 feet back 
of the quarry from which a wire'con- 
nects with the wires in the 
holes, 


making a circuit and returning .to 
the battery on another .wire. 


When all Is'ready, the signal 
Is 


given, the man at the battery lifts a 
lever and presses Jt down and with 
a mighty explosion the mass • of 
stone rises about 30 feet In the air 
In various sized, fragments.- 
Some 


of the largfer stones will have 
to 


the racked with small charges of dy- 
namite. . The stones are all cracked 
until the larger, onea are about the 
size of a man's head.
